ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCavMODATION 

Since  April,  1938,  infectious  diseases  have  been  treated  at  the 
Lowestoft  Isolation  Hospital  in  return  for  payment  of  a,  proportion 
of  their  annual  charges.  During  the  year  2 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Cerebro 
Spinal  Meningitis,  3 cases  of  Parat^h^boid  B.  and  1 case  of  suspected 
Paratyphoid  B.  which  afterwards  proved  to  be  negative,  were  admitted. 


AlViBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  motor  ambulance  of  the  Beccles  Division  of  the  St.  Jolin 
Ambulance  Brigade  is  available  for  the  removal  of  non- infectious,  a.nd 
accident  cases.  This  service  ban  proved  adeourte  and' satisfactory. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the  Lowestoft  Isolation  Hospital 
ambulance. 


MATERIITY  AND  CHILD  'WELFARE 


The  Clinic  continues  to  progress  satisfactorily.  The  Ce.ntre 
is  at  present  at  the  Rectory  Room,  Ballygale,  and  is  open  on  Tuesday 
afternoons.

On  the  Register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were 
24  respiratory  (15  males  and  5 females)  and  8 non- respiratory 
(5  males  and  3 females). 

During  the  year  2 males  ( respiraf  ory)  were  ajdded,  also  2 
males  and  1 femate  moved  into  the  ajea,  and  4 non- respiratory^

Of  those  on  the  Register  4 died-,  (females  - 2 respiratory 
and  2 non-respiratory) , 4 recovered  (l-  respiratory  (male)  and 
3 non-respiratory  (2  males  a3id  1 female)  ),  4 removed "(3  ■ 

respiratory  (2  males  and  1 femate)  and  1 non-respiratory/^  (female)).
